Tho First rolor excavator lias 
gone Into operation today at the 
Angren pH, ihe biggest in Uzbe- 
kistan, Central Asia. This power- 
ful machine manufactured in 
Donbass, in tho Ukraine, can dig 
nearly a thousand tonnes of coal 
an hour. 

Another six such machines 
ordered by the Uzbek mines are 
to be manufactured by the Lenln- 
sky Komsomol Engineering Foe* 
tory In Donetsk. The powerful 
rotor enable the machine to be 
used both lo extract Fuel and to 
strip the pit open. These ex- 
cavators, moreover, are capable 
ol extremely preclso operations:

PHOTOGRAPHIC PAPER 

The Institute of Solid-State 
Chemistry of tho Siberian Branch 
of the USSR Academy of Sciences 
has invented a now type of 
photographic paper which needs 
no wel processing.
